For American Dollars-Object Lesson. 



Armour A Co.. will give s dollar for a 
half dollar. A round, white, glistening 
coin containing eleven grains more of 
pure silver than the American dollar 
be had for one of Uncle Sam's 50 cent 
pieces. 

Fifty cents worth of juicy beef 01 pork 
and one of these heavy dollars for any 
kind Of American money, be it gold, sil- 
ver or paper. If you can t pass the coin 
you get with the meat, bring it back and 
set coed money. 

These are the liberal offers made by 
Armour A Co. to their 5,0(10 Chicago em- 
ployes, to the end that the latter m»y 
Lave a practical illustration of a system 
ot free coinage in this country at a ratio 
of 16 to 1. 

The offer went into effect Slonday 
morning.. There was no chance to lose 
on the part of the wage-earners, and 
curiosity and an opportunity for an ob- 
ject lesson in finance made trade brisk. 
The firm wns something out on the trans 
action. The heavy dollais they sold 
were from the Mexican Mints, and while 
tbey cost only 50 cents in that country, 
the expressage amounted to nearly 5 
cents on every coin shipped to Chicago. 

The comrany, however, was willing to 
stand the loss, believing that every coin 
that went out would be an inanimate 
teacher against the Free Silver heresy, 
and would, in its troublous travels, work 
the salvation of the wage-earner. 

With every Mexican dollar that sold 
for fifty cents, was given a circular that 
needed neither foot notes nor explana- 
tion. It is a tale told simply in less than 
200 words, pointing out what the condi- 
tion of the wage earner will be, if silver 
monometallism prevails.

The question it then asked: "What 
makes the dollars in which your wages, 
salaries, savings and insurance are now 
figured worth double to you what they 
would be in Mexican dollars? And the 



answer is: "Nothing but the credit of 
the Government, to far tufflcient to keep 
itt silver and paper money as good as 
gold- 
Free coinage of silver at 10 to 1 would 
destroy its credit, says the circular, leav- 
ing the workingman to arrive at a nat- 
ural conclusion that the Government, 
like any private csncern, has a limited 
credit, and would be unable to redeem, 
even if it wished, all the sliver bullion in 
and out of America coined into dollars. 

The eye opener for the workingman. 
however, is a price list of articles in Mex- 
ico, which goes with the circular. In 
the country where silver is plentiful, and 
where it is coined free by the Govern- 
ment, those things which every man of 
family must have cost as follows. 

Hutter, per pound 75 eeatt 

Coffee, per pound tio cents

embarrassed to extend the court 
due to the rank and station of the 
roy, The president has at his disposal 
a fund which is intended to meet just 
such contingencies as will be presented 
by this visit. Failure to make special 
provision for the entertainment of the 
distinguished visitor cuts no figure. 

"What is known as the 'foreign in- 
tercourse fund' is at the disposal of the 
president, nnd he need not even give 
'vouchers' to show the items for which 
expenditures from it may have been 
made. Congress makes nnnunlly an 
appropriation 'for the contingent ex- 
penses of intercourse between the 
United States and foreign nations.' 

"From the earliest history it has 
been the practice of this government 
to interchange presents with repre- 
sentatives of the semibarbarous no- 
tions of Asia and Africa, and the presi- 
dent is vested with a discretion re- 
specting the manner in which friendly 
rrlat ; ons with them can best be main-
